jarticularly prayers for peace of 
:he world— to gain the benefits of 
;he extension of Holy Year. 


The Papal bull extending Holy 


fear through 1951 for the world's 
Catholics, was signed by Pope Plus 
SI1 Monday, Christmas day, after 
:he closing of the 
1950 "Anno 


Santo." The bull, entitled 
"per 


innum sacrum," was published by 
L'osservatore Romano, the 
Vati- 


:an newspaper. 


As the 25th Holy Year of the 


:hurch ended — in many ways it 
was the greatest jubilee in the his- 
tory of the church — the Pope fac- 
ed a trying period which would be 
devoted largely to his continued 
crusade for peace. 


Called the "Pope of Peace," the 


Pontiff has seen little of it since 
he ascended St. Peter's 
throne 


March 2, 1939. The "rainbow of

peace" for which he nad millions 
of 
pilgrims 
to 
Rome 
prayed 


throughout 1950 failed to mater- 
ialize and instead, the Pope warn- 
ed in his Christmas message, man- 
kind faces dissension which reach- 
es to "the ends of the earth." 


The 1950 jubilee drew 4,000.00V 


Catholic* to Rome to gain 
the 


Holy Year's spiritual benefits. Toj 
achieve those benefits in 1951, the 
Papal bull said, Catholics through- ' 
out the world must say more pray- 
ers and must especially invoke the 
intercession of the Virgin Mary. 
The crowning event of the 1950 
Holy Year was the proclamation as 
dogma of the assumption of the 
Virgin bodily into heaven. 


"Everyone,' L'osservatore said in 


explaining the bull, "can realize 
the opportuneness 
of 
invoking 


during this period again so men- 
acing, 
the 
Most 
Holy Virgin, 


Queen of Peace." 


When a Catholic is offering the 


prayers to gain the spiritual bene- 
fits, he must recite five- times th«- 
"Our Father," the "Hail Mary" 
and the "Glory be to the Father", 
plus one of each for the 
inten- 


tions of the Pope. In addition the 
"credo" must 
be recited. 
Then 


three additional "Hail Marys" must 
be recited along with the invoca- 
tion, "Queen of Peace, pray 
for 


us," and finally one "Salve Reg- 
ina." These are obligatory under 
the terms of the bull, but it also 
urges that the prayer composed 
by the Pope for Holy Year alsc 
be recited.

EISENHOWER HAS TOUGH TASK 


Better than almost any man alive, Gen. Dwight 


D. Eisenhower has come to symbolize the hopes of 
:ree men. There will be supreme faith in him as he 
jegins building a unified European defense force. 


Accepting this crucial responsibility undoubted- 


y represents a real sacrifice for the general. He 
ikes his job as president of Columbia University. 
Recently he bought a farm near Gettysburg, Pa., and 
le was planning to spend a lot of time there. More- 
over, he's past 60, and he's troubled by high blood 
pressure. 


But he was the unanimous choice of the 12 At- 


antic Pact countries and he has responded to the 
:all of duty as "one would expect him to do. Said 
President Truman in announcing his selection: "His 
jxperience and talents make him uniquely qualified." 


Some military men believe Eisenhower will have 


nore authority in his new post than he did as Allied 
commander in Europe during World War n. He prob- 
ibly will need it, for he faces a task of extreme 
lifficulty. 


In World War II, the general's enemy was already 


leclared when he took over. He knew what he was 
ip against. He knew, too, that Germany was being 
mgaged heavily by Russia in the East, and that he 
wouldn't have to combat the Nazis' full power. 


This time that same Russia is the potential though 


lot the declared enemy. But Soviet forces are not 
low actively engaged anywhere, nor is anyone likely 
o divert their attention seriously from the West. 
3hina,i;the only big nation at Russia's back door, is 


L friend. 


Furthermore, the Soviet Union, through her sol- 


liers are doing no shooting, is waging a strange, un- 
)rthodox kind of warfare against the West. 
She 


xrods her satellites and other friends to embroil 
vestern armies in combat that fritters away their 
strength. Meantime, she indulges in an endless cam- 
paign of harassment in the United Nations and on the 
lolitical, diplomatic and psychological fronts gener- 
illy. 


Only Moscow knows, of course, \vhen this weird 


struggle may enter a decisive shooting phase. It is 
'or that that Eisenhower must make his army ready. 


Under present plans he will command a force 


Df 55 to 60 divisions, backed up by Atlantic and 
VIediterranean fleets and large air elements. But 
Dnly a small part of the ground forces, estimated at 
:me million men, is now in being. The remainder 
ivill not be ready until late 1953, according to ex- 
isting schedules. 


One of the first things Eisenhower will need to 


letermine is whether this force and the timetable 
for its establishment are adequate to meet the pos- 
sible perils of the days ahead. 


Eisenhower is a genuine leader, with the qualities 


Df both general and statesman. High among those 
attributes is a hard-headed sense of realism. Free 
Tien here and in Europe are counting upon him to give 
it to them straight—to tell them exactly how big 
their armies must be and how fast they must be built 
ap to be reasonably safe against .Russian attack. 


LEWIS BEHAVIOR-PATTERN SHOWS AGAIN 


John L. Lewis, the professional non-conformist, 


already is acting like a man who has no intention of 
cooperating with the government in the current 
"inargency. 


He has signified refusal to recognize the authority 


Df the Wage Stabilization Board, and he sent an un- 
derling to a meeting of top labor and government peo- 
ple in Washington. 


Lewis, who ordered four coal strikes in 1943, a 


critical war year, clearly would not hesitate to in- 
terrupt defense activity in another crisis. 


The United Mine Workers' contract does not ex- 


pire until April 1,1951. That gives President Truman 
and his key labor advisers about three months in 
which to prepare to deal with Lewis this time. They 
should be ready for any eventuality and should be 
equipped to cope swiftly with any serious interference 
with the flow of vital fuel to defense Industries.

'50 Record Makes You Wonder 
Why People Do Like They Do

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Nineteen fifty will probably pass out as 


one of the goofiest periods in history. If you doubt this in any 


way, just try to make sense out of some of the things now going on: 


-President Truman counsels the country to be calm—just before he 


himself had written two hot-headed personal notes to music critic 
PauL Hume, who didn't like his daughter's singing, and to Congress- 
man Eddie Hebert, the ex-city editor who merely asked for a day 
of prayer. 


The country demands speed in mobilization. So the National Pro- 


duction Authority issues cut-back orders effective three months hence. 
And the Department of Defense cautions against trying to mobilize 
too fast. 


The railway brotherhoods newspaper, "Labor," published in Wash- 


ington, carries a cartoon showing a man holding up a big sign bearing 
General Marshall's quotation, "This is no time for violent emotions 
It is a time for calm determination." The man, apparently represent- 
ing Joe Public, is saying, "Those are my sentiments." Three columns 
away the same publication carries the gloating story of the switch- 
men's wildcat strike that tied up Christmas mail. 


It is announced that the "big four" meat packers—Swift, Armour, 


Cudahy and Wilson—will this year have the highest profits on record. 
At the same time the United Packinghouse Workers, CIO, announces 
that meat prices are now so high that even their families can't afford 
to eat the stuff. 
^ PRINCIPAL reason why food costs can't be brought down is that 


the law prohibits reduction of farm prices below parity ratio 


This parity formula is intended to keep the prices of the things farm- 
ers sell from falling below the price-level of things farmers buy. 
This is done by government support prices which make it next to 
impossible for the farmer to lose. Still, the American Farm Bureau 
at its annual convention in Dallas voted overwhelmingly against price 
controls. And AFB President Alan Kline tried to put the heat on 
Washington to have controls killed. 


A similar vein of unwillingness to make concessions in the national 


interest is manifested by the United Auto Workers. Like all other 
unions, UAW has been strong for rent and price controls which keep 
down the c»st of living. Yet when Economic Stabilizer Alan Valentine 
issued his roll-back order on automobile prices, UAW President Walter 
Reuther served notice that his union would move to scrap all labor 
contracts if any attempt were made to impose wage controls that 
would upset automatic cost of living increases. 
QENERAL WU and the Chinese Communist delegation at the United 


Nations maintained right to the end that their soldiers fighting in 


North Korea were all "volunteers." But how the guns and tanks 
the ammunition and the Russian MIG jet fighter planes "volunteered" 
for service in Korea was never explained. 


American and French governments complain that the British won't 


cooperate on the Schuman plan for pooling iron, coal and steel re- 
sources of Western Europe. American and British governments com- 
plain because France has dragged its heels'on plans to rearm west 
Germany. British and French governments say the Americans should 
send more troops to Europe and the Americans say the British and 
French should do more towards arming themselves. 


Western European countries, having recovered from their "dollar 


shortage" well ahead of schedule, now find that there isn't anything 
to buy with their surplus dollars because the world supply of raw 
materials isn't big enough to go around. 


Meanwhile Great Britain, having been the first Marshall Plan 


country to "recover." cuts its meat ration to 14 cents a week per

ON 25 JUNE, a few hours before the fifth anniversary of the signing of the Charter, 
the United Nations began its most decisive action to preserve the peace. On that 


date the Security Council identified the attack on the Republic of Korea as a 
breach of the peace and called on U.N. Members for aid in repelling the attack. 


NINETEEN HUNDRED AND FIFTY was a 
momentous year for the United Nations—a 
year of grave crisis climaxed by U.N. action 
to restore the peace in Korea. Confronted 
by the invasion of the Korean Republic, the 
Security Council promptly called for col- 
lective action to halt the armed attack. For 
the first time in history armed forces of 
various nations took the field under the blue- 
and-white banner of the United Nations in 
a joint effort to support the Security Council, 
halt aggression and reestablish peace. 


The year saw the adoption of vital meas- 


ures to increase the effectiveness of U.N. 
is an instrument for maintaining peace. The 
General Assembly was authorized to act in 
emergency should the Security Council fail 
to act. Member nations were called upon to 
earmark units of their own national forces 
for U.N. service. Meantime, a fresh call was 
made to the Big Five to make further efforts 
to resolve outstanding differences by meet- 
ing and discussing major problems threaten- 
ing world peace. 


Despite its preoccupation with the major 


issues of the "cold war," the United Nations 


in 1950 stepped up the pace of its concerted 
drive against poverty, disease, hunger and 
illiteracy through its expanded program of 
Technical Assistance. Fifty-four countries, 
large and small, Members and non-members 
of U.N., pledged more than $20,000,000 for 
an international program to help the under- 
developed regions of the world help them- 
selves (o improve their standards of living. 


Round the world, U.N.'s family of special- 


ized agencies was working for improvements 
in such vital spheres as health, labor, food, 
education. Displaced persons and refugees 
were given a new start in life; the onslaughts 
of disease—particularly tuberculosis, malaria, 
yaws, were being checked by international 
campaigns. World control of narcotics was 
tightened; measures to suppress the traffic 
in persons were strengthened in a new Con- 
vention; the campaign in defense of human 
rights and against discrimination consistently 
extended. 


As the world organization entered Its sixth 


year—despite the strains and perils of our 
time—there was no doubt that the United 
Nations had established itself firmly as the 
hope of the peoples of the world. 


AFTERMATH OF THE WAR. Scenes like this are common today 
in Korea. The residents of Seoul salvage what they can from the 
ruins of their city. The United Nations has estimated the cost of 
rchabilitaiou in Korea at $364,000,000 to the end of next year. 


U.N. AIDS KOREANS. To meet the urgent need 
for food in the devastated cities of Korea, the 
Unified Command rushed thousands of tons of 
rice from Japan for free distribution to the 


people. U.N. and its Member States still face a 
serious reconstruction task in Korea. It has been 
estimated that to the end of next June nearly 
2,000,000 tons of food will be required for relief. 


U.N. FIGHTS EPIDEMICS. United Nations health teams in Korea 
are inoculating entire populations against smallpox, cholera, typhus 
and typhoid. Civilians can obtain their rice rations only on presen- 
tation of proof of inoculation to the United Nations authorities

An inexpensive and efficient root 
cellar for a small home garden can 
easily be made from s 24-Inch drain 
tile, sunk in the earth and closed 
with an insulated cover, which may 
be opened at will for the removal 
of any part of the contents and re- 
placed without difficulty. 


A working drawing of this device 


accompanies this discussion. A 24- 
inch tile will accommodate six and 
a half bushels of fruit and vegeta- 
bles. The cover may be made of 
wood, larger than the tile, but pro- 
tected with hardware cloth to keep 
out rodents and insulated with many 
thicknesses of paper or padding. A 
pad of insulating material to fit just 
under the cover, vhere it is easy to 
remove and replace, may be usi>d 
where temperatures fall very low. 


Crops which will keep well in this 


storage include carrots, beets, tur- 
nips, rutabagas, potatoes, apples 
and cabbage. 
The tile should be 


placed In a well drained place con- 
venient to the kitchen. It may be 
used during the summer for storing 
eggs, milk and butter, and for the 
small garden makes a clean, safe 
and inexpensive root cellar. 


In preparing boxes or pits for out- 


door storage, the box or pile of vege- 
tables should be covered with six 
inches of hay. straw or leaves, then 
with six to eight inches o£ soil.

storage must be free from decay or

YORK—(NBA)—When Birdie Tebbetts was so strangely sold 


by the Red Sox to the Indians, it was said that this outstanding 


catcher was inclined to out-smart himself at times. 


You often hear the expression in baseball. Outsmart would seem 


to be a not too difficult word to fathom, but just what does it mean 
when applied to a ball player? 


It means that Tebbetts and other better-than-passing performers 


will not let well enough alone. Their baseball art, physically speaking, 
is excellent, the brain is above average in its power to out-think the 
opposition. 


But here is the rub. The opposition is thinking, too. And the wise 


guy ball player can carry his thinking too far. 


For example, even the better-informed fans know that Joe Straight 


is a notoriously bad curve-ball hitter. Sure, he'll hit one once in a 
while. 
But the percentage is high against him. 
In that case, the 


catcher calling for a fast ball if out-smarting himself, especially in 3 
pinch 


The pitcher is wild, yet the batter signals to the runner on first 


base that he is going to hit-and-run. The baseball trade knows that 
a player should not hit-and-run—hit at the next pitch, no matter 
where it is—against a wild pitcher. The percentage is not as good 
that the batter will get a piece of the ball, and the baserunner is 
thrown out stealing. 


A NY time a player battles a proven percentage, or tries fate, he is 
•rx out-smarting himself. This has nothing to do with the element 
of surprise. 


A catcher fakes that a ball has got past him, moves quickly as 


though he was running back for it. hoping to nip an ambitious base- 
runner. Well, after seeing him do that a few times, a base-runner i? 
likely to keep right on going, and steal a base. The guessing game 
can become a pattern, too. 


This is not confined to performers vho are known to be smarter 


than the others, but a player can't out-smart himself without some 
thought. 


Where Yogi Berra of the Yankees will do the routine—and for him 


it's good—call for the orthodox pitch, throw, hit-and-run, etc.. Tebbetts 
will think, "Maybe I'll fool him with the other one." 


The hitter will be thinking, too, thinking that maybe this quick-on- 


the-trigger catcher will switch, and then* Birdie Tebbetts has out- 
smarted himself. 


PRINCETON. N. J.—CNEA)—Everybody knows what Charles Wil- 


liam Caldwell, Jr., did with the buck lateral series at Princeton. 
There may have been better college football teams, but none was 


better drilled. 


Undergraduates insist Charlie Caldwell is the greatest thing to hit 


Tigertown in years. Even old-timers who fought and bled for Bill 
Roper are convinced that Old Nassau has never had a coach like the 
man chosen by his colleagues as Coach-of-the-Year in the annual 
poll conducted by the New York World-Telegram and Sun. 


But this has to do with Caldwell, the personality. 
He is • com- 


pletely casual person, who is known on the campus—from President 
Harold Willis Dodds to an entering freshman—as Charlie. 


Charlie and his fellow coaches are called by their first names; in 


fact, Charlie introduces coaches to incoming.frosh by their first names. 


While Charlie is a pupil of the dynamic "A Team That Won't Be 


Beat, Can't Be Beat" Roper and lone on spirit, he dispenses with 
forensics. 


For instance, he devotes half-times to making adjustments in indi- 
vidual and team assignments and quietly offering advice. 
f HABLIE, who belies his 48 years in appearance and condition, 


never interferes with a member of his staff. 


If ha has a suggestion, possibly a correction, he waits until after 


practice, and irons out the wrinkle with tlie aid in private. 


Charlie doesn't mind criticism of himself, but becomes highly 


indignant if anyone takes one of his players to task. 


It is his conviction that a college student should not be criticized 


far any mistake he might make in football, which, he points out, is 
an extra-curricular activity. 


Charlie is highly respected not only by players and coaches but 


also by all university officials, with whom he gets along beautifully 


His thorough understanding of the so-called undergraduate psycho- 


logical factor is largely responsible for the one-a-year upsets he has 
been pulling since returning to his alma mater in 1945. 


"First these boys are my triends and Princeton students," he says. 


"Then they're my players. 


"If 1 had to be just a coach and nothing more, I would have gotten 


out long ago."
